The Doctor Says: Blood flow follows gravity 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — Hav e 
y ou ev er seen dilated v eins in 
the head near the temple and 
abov e the ey e (forehead) and 
below the ey e (lower lid)? 
When I bend ov er this area 
swells. When I stand u p grav ity 
brings the blood back the heart. 
My doctor say s this is ab­ 
normal and du e to poor cir­ 
cu lation, the same as enlarged 
v eins in my legs. I wou ld like 
y ou r comment and adv ice on 
this problem. 
DEAR READER - At the 
risk of being facetiou s I wou ld 
su ggest that y ou not bend ov er 
ao mu ch. Of cou rse these v eins 
will stand ou t if y ou bend ov er. 
Blood is a liqu id and it tends to 
ru n downhill. 
Why don’t y ou do a little ex ­ 
periment? Hold y ou r hand ou t 
at the lev el of y ou r stomach and 
look at the v eins fill u p ov er the 
back of the hand, now hold y ou r 


hand u p ju st abov e the lev el of 
y ou r ey es and watch the v eins 
drain ou t. It is not abnormal for 
the v eins to fill in the back of 
the hand when y ou hold hhe 
hand su fficiently lower than the 
lev el of the heart. It is not 
abnormal for the v eins in y ou r 
neck and head to stand ou t if 
y ou ’re going to bend ov er so 
that y ou r head is lower than 
y ou r heart. 
Now y ou may hav e some 
local condition that concerns 
y ou r doctor that I wou ldn’t be 
aware of withou t seeing y ou r 
phy sical featu res bu t I can 
assu re y ou that all the normal 


people I hav e seen who stood on 
their head or bent ov er far 
enou gh hav e their v eins stand 
ou t throu gh the influ ence of 
grav ity . 
DEAR DR. LAMB — You 
mention fortified milk fre­ 
qu ently . will y ou please tell me 
what y ou mean by fortified 
skim milk? I hav e been 
drinking powdered milk for 
many y ears. Is that okay ? 
DEAR READER - The dry 
powdered milk av ailable in 
the su permarkets is mostly 
nonfat dry milk so I am certain 
that’s what y ou are u sing. It 
will not contain any significant 


amou nts of fat or cholesterol. It 
is su itable for low-fat, low- 
cholesterol diets. 
Milk which has been fortified, 
whether y ou are speaking of 
low fat (2 per cent fat) or skim 
milk, means that nonfat milk 
solids hav e been added to it. 
The nonfat milk 'solids basically 
inclu de the protein fou nd in 
normal milk and calciu m and 
other su bstances ex cept fat. 
That’s why fortified milk con­ 
tains more calciu m and more 
protein than ordinary whole 
milk does. 
If y ou u se low-fat milk y ou 
can estimate that abou t one- 


third of the calories in that milk 
comes from fat. When y ou need 
to restrict the fat in the diet that 
is certainly an improv ement 
ov er whole milk since abou t 
half of its calories comes from 
fat. The best way to totally 
av oid fat and cholesterol from 
milk produ cts thou gh is to u se 
fortified skim milk or the 
powedered milk which y ou are 
u sing.

Ford appoints task force 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford today created a 10- 
member 
Cabinet-level 
task 
force headed by Commerce 
Secretary Elliot L. Richardson 
to recommend clear and enfor­ 
ceable standards governing 
overseas pay ments by Ameri­ 
can corporations. 
“The purpose of this task 
force is not to punish American 
corporations,” Ford said in a 
statement, “but to ensure that 
the U.S. has a clear policy and 
that we have an effective, ac­ 
tive program to implement that 
policy .” 
The task force is to submit a 


final report to Ford by Dec. 31. 
Richardson, sitting beside the 
President in the Oval Office, 
told reporters there will be in­ 
terim reports in the meantime. 
With the Securities and Ex ­ 
change Commission already 
look ing into more than 85 cases 
involving 
questionable 
pay ­ 
ments to foreign officials, polit­ 
ical organizations and agents, 
Ford said: 
“To the ex tent that the ques­ 
tionable pay ments abroad have 
arisen from corrupt practices 
on the part of American corpo­ 
rations, the United States bears 
a clear responsibility to the en­ 


tire international community to 
bring them to a halt. Corrupt 
business practices strik e at the 
very heart of our moral code 
and our faith in free enter­ 
prise.” 
However Ford added; 
“Before we condemn Ameri­ 
can citizens out of hand ... it is 
essential that we also recognize 
the possibility that some of the 
questionable pay ments abroad 
may result from ex tortion by 
foreign interests. To the ex tent 
that such practices ex ist, I be­ 
lieve that the United States has 
an equal responsibility to our 
own businesses to protect them 
from strong-arm practices.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
price you pay to fly first class 
will increase between 4 per 
cent and 7.3 per cent on all do­ 
mestic flights on April 1, but 
travelers who have more time 
than money still can find some 
airline bargains. 
In addition to the first class 
rate increases, coach class 
fares may rise by 3 per cent on 
some routes, mostly in the 
South and Midwest. 
But airlines still are offering 
a variety of discounts that can 
cut anywhere from 20 per cent 
— for late night flights — to 30 
and 35 per cent off the cost of a 
coach seat ticket. To qualify for 
larger discounts, passengers 
must abide by certain restric­ 
tions, such as making reserva­ 
tions 14 days in advance. 
The increase in first class 
fares is the second of three 
hikes ordered by the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board two years ago 
after it decided the fares were 
not high enough to cover the 
actual costs of providing serv­ 
ice. The third increase will go 
into effect next year. 
The coach fare increase on 
some routes is expected to oc­ 
cur as airlines that did not 
raise fares earlier this year 
seek to catch up with airlines 
that did. 
Most airlines raised fares 1 
per cent on Feb. 1 and 2 per 
cent on March 1. But some fi­ 
nancially stronger lines, in­ 
cluding National, Delta and 
Northwest, did not ask the 
board for those increases, say­ 
ing they would seek instead to 
raise fares by 3 per cent on 
April 1. 
Coach fare hikes planned by 
those airlines must be approved 
by the CAB before it can be im­ 
plemented. But no CAB opposi­ 
tion is expected since the board 
said earlier this year the hikes 
were justified. 
The increases may be a fore­ 
runner 
of others. 
Eastern, 
United and Trans World Air­ 
lines say they will ask for an­ 
other 2 per cent hike in coach 
and first class fares effective 
May 1. 
The 
CAB-mandated 
fare 
hikes for first class travel are 
related to the distance flown 
and to the current coach fare 
with the largest increases com­ 
ing on longer trips. 
For example, the first class 
one-way fare from Washington, 
D C., to Cleveland — a distance 
of 304 miles — will rise 4.8 per 
cent, from $59 to $62. Washing­ 
ton to Chicago one-way first 
class fares will rise from $91 to 
$97, or about 6 per cent, and 
Washington-Dallas 
one-way 
first class fares will rise from 
$147 to $158, or about 7 per 
cent. 
First class fares across coun­ 
try 
on 
the 
Washington-San 
Francisco route will rise from 
$254 to $274, or about 7.3 per 
cent. 
Most carriers expect the new 
hike to accelerate the recent 
decline in first class travel. But 
most say they doubt the first 
class increase will affect over­ 
all air travel, currently above 
projections because of discount 
fares and the generally improv­ 
ing economy. 
Domestic airline traffic, 
measured in the number of to­ 
tal miles each passenger is 
flown, was about 12 per cent 
above last year’s showing in 
January and 18 per cent higher 
in February than in February 
1975, according to the 
Air 
Transport Association. This in­ 
crease is welcome news for the 
airlines since the industry end- 
"ed 1975 far in the red. The 10 
trunk airlines and Pan Ameri­ 
can World Airways, which has 
only international routes, lost 
$104 million in 1975 
The upswing in air travel is 
attributed partly to the discount 
fares the airlines introduced in 
April 1975 in an effort to pull 
out of an economic tailspin. 
Those discounts can mean huge 
savings.

For example, the popular 30 
per cent daylight excursion dis­ 
count can cut $63 off the regu­ 
lar $210 cost of a round-trip 
coach flight from Washington 
to Dallas. Passengers willing to 
take a late night flight offered 
by many airlines can cut anoth­ 
er 5 per cent off the price. 
Airline advertising also has 
become more pointed in recent 
months. 
TWA currently is running an 
advertising campaign naming 
competitors and uses CAB on- 
time figures in an effort to per­ 
suade customers TWA can get 
them to their destination on 
time more often than other car­ 
riers. Pan Am recently began 
advertising that stresses the 
fact that Pan Am is the only 
U.S. airline flying around the 
world. 
The increase in first class 
fares may result in a further 
decline in the number of first 
class air passengers. That de­ 
cline began several years ago 
and the reasons vary from cost- 
cutting by companies whose ex­ 
ecutives once went first class to 
CAB rate-making standards. 
For example, American Air­ 
lines says first class revenue 
was 18 per cent of its total in­ 
come in 1970 but only 12 per 
cent in 1975. 
Most carriers began remodel­ 
ing more than a year ago to cut 
the number of first class seats 
and increase the number of 
coach seats on most planes. 
Most of that remodeling will be 
finished by midsummer. 
Precise figures are not avail­ 
able on the extent of the re­ 
modeling, but TWA said its cur­ 
rent program would remove 2% 
first class seats and add 748 
coach seats. United Airlines 
gave no figure on how many 
first class seats were being re­ 
moved but said it was adding 
2,500 coach seats. American 
said it was adding 1,575 coach 
seats. 
Several carriers 
indicated 
reasons for reducing first class 
seats were related directly to 
the decline in demand. But 


George James, chief economist 
for the Air Transport Associ­ 
ation, says he believes the 
CAB’s rate-making procedures 
also have played a part. 
“ It’s largely a rate-making 
reason,” he said. When consid­ 
ering if a proposed rate hike is 
economically justified, the CAB 
already is looking at the air­ 
lines “ as if we had less first 
class seating and higher den­ 
sity seating in coach,” he said. 
What the board does, James 
said, is to decide itself how 
many seats should be in each 
aircraft for the most efficient 
operation. This optimum seat 


number, rather than the actual 
number of seats, is then used 
by the board as a factor in the 
complicated formula it uses to 
decide if a proposed rate hike 
is really needed. 
That means, he said, carriers 
offering fewer coach seats than 
the CAB says they should find 
it harder to show a need for a 
fare hike.
